Harbor  Police. 

The  foliowinii  statistics  sliow  the  work  done  bv  the 
Harbor  Police  during  the  past  year.  The  steamers  "  Pro- 
tector" and  "Patrol "  have  l)een  constantly  employed  doing 
their  own  and  the  work  of  t)thcr  departments,  when  for  any 
reason  the  l)oats  l)e!oniifin<i  to  tiicni  have  not  been  in  use. 
The  work  of  the  Harbor  Police  increases  frt-m  vfar  to  year 
as  the  city  increases  in  size,  and  in  the  amount  of  i)usiness 
done  within  its  limits.  The  development  of  the  various  mil- 
road  pro])erties  along  the  water-front,  involving  a  coiTCS- 
ponding  development  of  the  shipping  interest,  and  the 
constantly  growing  tide  of  summer  tnivel  to  and  from  the 
various  seashore  resorts,  rcijuire  careful  supervision  on  the 
part  of  the  police  to  insure  put)lic  safety  and  good  order. 
The  Harbor  Police  has  performed  its  various  duties  most 
satisfactorily,  and  with  hardl}-  a  complaint  against  it  for  any 
cause  whatever.

^nnv-  our  last  annual  report  two  important  amendments 
If!  iLi'  Jjeense  law  have  been  enacted  hy  the  State  Legislature. 
T]j<-  Jjr*t.  which  went  into  ellect  in  ^larch,  took  away  from 
the  Muyor  and  Cit}'  Clerk  the  duty  of  signing  and  recording 
l!(rT--o-,  and  imposed  it  on  the  I'olicc  Commissioners.  This 
tlMi^'j"  we  have  steadily  rcconmiended  for  several  years, 
i--(!inv-  we  held  that  it  was  ai)surd  to  compel  the  Chief  ^lag- 
•-•r)i('^<:  liie  city  to  sign  an  instrument  over  wliose  provi- 
sionr  iisid  conditions  he  had  no  control  under  the  statutes. 
IIi«-  a<-J  was  purely  and  solely  ministerial:  he  could  not 
i-xnm'w:  the  metluxls  by  which  the  license  was  granted  and 
i"Uf«3;  he  coidd  not  review  or  revise  the  proc-eedings ;  ho 
couii  ijot  withhold  his  signature  even,  and  the  law  gave  him 
no  jUKivr-r  to  veto. 

11k.'  other  amendment,  which  went  into  effect  on  the  first 
day  «){  May,  the  beginning  of  the  current  license  3'ear,  pro- 
Ijjbitr  jlie  sale  of  intoxicating  litjuors  to  l)e  drunk  f)n  the 
l»wii~<"3  j-remises  between  the  hours  of  11  o'clock  P.M.  and 
m'iilny^hi.  except  in  hotels.  Frankness  comjwls  us  to  state 
tliut  iljjr  provision  will  largely  increase  the  ol>stacles  in  the 
way  of  :i -trict  enforcement  of  the  law.  The  reasons  can  be 
brills Y  M'!tcu  :  one  of  the  conditions  of  each  license  of  the 
fr--^.  v-f.nd,  and  thinl  classes,  imposed  by  Cliapter  ItiO 
ttf  \hv  Puldic  Statutes,  is  that  "  the  licensee  shall  not  keep 
a  ]>uh]ii:  Ittr,  and  shall  hold  a  license  as  an  innholder  or  com- 
loon  viditdler."'  Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  242  of  the 
A^-t*-  of  1882,  every  common  victualler  holding  a  license 
to  Mr3]  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  may 
kc-t-p  L;-!  premises  open  from  5  o'clock  A.M.  till  midnight. 
Hjck'  h  an  element  of  conflict  here  which  will  be  readily 
.<-M"ij  by  any  person  who  cares  to  study  the  question. 
WLije  the  licensee,  under  one  license,  may  keep  his  shop 
{'1>L'D  fjMu  11  o'clock  P.M.  till  midnight,  he  is  prohibited, 
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under  severe  ]>en:ilties,  fVoin  selling  or  delivering  any  intoxi- 
catin"-  liquors  to  hU  guests  between  those  hours,  exeept  he 
happens  to  l)c  an  innliolder.  Those  who  are  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  have  no  power  to  compel  him  to 
close,  but  ihcv  must  carefully  watch  to  see  that  he  does  no 
business  in  violation  of  the  conditions  of  his  license.  Two 
plans  were  o]icn  to  the  Legislature,  either  of  which,  if 
adopted,  Mould  have  removed  the  difficulty.  The  first,  and 
perhaps  the  more  fea.-ible,  was  to  abolish  the  public-bar  clause 
and  to  remove  the  condition  wiiich  makes  the  common  vict- 
uallers liccn.''e  a  prereijuisite  for  the  obtaining  of  a  license  to 
sell  lifjuor.  The  second  was  to  amend  Chapter  242  of  the 
Acts  of  18S2,  already  cited,  so  that  every  common  victualler 
holding  a  license  to  sell  intoxicating  lifjuor  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises  -.hould  be  oldiged  to  close  at  11  o'clock. 

If  the  tirst  plan  had  been  adopted,  it  would  be  in  the 
power  of  tlie  Commissioners  to  close  all  the  saloons  where 
lifjuor  is  sold,  except  hona-jide  restaurants,  promptly  at  11 
o'clock,  and  •"  kcf j)  ''fin  ))eiinancntiy  closed  on  Sunday. 
As  it  is,  every  saloon-kcepi.r  may  keep  his  shop  open  from 
5  o'clock  A.M.  till  niidnigiit  every  da\-  in  the  year,  but  he 
may  not  sell  lifjuf>rs  from  11  till  12  o'clock  at  night, 
nor  on  Sunday.  The  absurdity  of  allowing  these  conflicting 
provisions  to  remain  in  ft)rce  may  be  better  demonstrated 
bv'  this  statement  of  facts  :  There  are  perhaps  250  genuine 
victualling  est.ablishments  in  the  city,  including  hotels,  where 
liquors  are  sold,  and  which  pul)lic  necessity  requires  to  be 
kept  open  on  Sunday,  and  the  number  of  places  which  may 
be  kept  open  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  is  1,G08. 
The  inquiring  citizen  may  ask  :  AVhyare  the  1,358,  for  which 
there  is  no  ]»ublic  necessity,  not  closed  on  Sunda\'?  The 
answer  is :  'J"liere  is  no  power  given  to  the  Commissioners 
to  close  them. 

During  the  license  ^'ciir  which  has  just  closed  the  total 
number  of  arrests  for  dvii>ikcm>es~.  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  showed  an  actual  decrease  of  over  ten  per 
cent.  AVhen  wc  consider  the  normal  increase  in  the  perma- 
nent as  well  as  the  transient  population  of  the  cit\'  and  its 
suburbs,  a  reduction  of  more  than  ],sOO  cases  of  drunkenness 
is,  wc  submit,  a  very  satisfactory  showing.  We  are  not 
disposed  to  claim  for  the  department  the  entire  credit  of  this 
improved  comiition,  although  constant  watchfidness  on  the 
pait  of  the  ofHccrs  and  men,  and  a  firm  purpose  on  the  part 
of  the  Conmiissioners  to  enforce  the  law  up  to  the  highest 
point  that  jjublic  sentiment  would  sustain  them,  undoubTedly 
contributed  largely  to  bringing  about  so  satisfactory  a  result. 
Probably  the  next  strongest  influence  in  that  direction  can 
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lie  fi)Hii(l  ill  tlie  fact  tliat  there  was  a  very  ninrkod  decrease 
ill  the  niiiul)cr  of  jjlaccs  licensed  to  sell  distilled  liquors  to 
l>o  (huiilc  on  the  j)ieini5;cs,  and  a  notahie  incroa^-e  in  the 
niinilier  of  phices  licensed  to  sell  only  malt  liquors  and  light 
wines.  In  l^S;^— 84  there  Mere  licensed,  of  the  former  class 
l.o.'J."),  and  of  the  latter  ">(! ;  in  1SS4-85  there  wore  licensed 
of  the  former  class  1,31S,  and  of  the  latter  •2:W<.  Conse- 
quently there  was  a  decrease  of  217  in  the  tir>t  class,  and  an 
increase  of  ISO  in  the  second.  These  statistics,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  reduction  in  the  volume  of  dnmkenness 
.already  noted,  furnish  food  for  serious  retle<-tion.  It  is  a 
fact  demonstrated  he^yoiul  question,  i)y  the  cxjieriencc  of  all 
larire  centres  of  |iopulation,  that  stimiil.atiiijr  drinks  have  been 
and  will  be  supplied  in  proportion  to  the  ilcmand.  Sump- 
tuary Icjrislation  to  crush  out  the  traflic  has  universally 
pii)ved  al)ortive.  hec.-uise  popular  sentiment  would  not  sustain 
it.  This  will  continue  to  be  the  case  as  lonz^  ns  tri.-d  by  jury 
lasts,  for  juries  always  represent  [tuldic  opinion.  Assuming 
that  tile  notable  increase  in  the  consum[)tioii  of  malt  liquors, 
and  ilie  corresponding  decrease  in  the  consuni[)tion  of  distilled 
siiiii;.--.  have  confribiited  to  llie  decline  of  inJemperance,  there 
is  reason  to  hope  for  >till  bt-tter  results  in  the  future,  for 
there  seems  to  be  no  imlication  of  retrogre»-ion,  judging  liy 
the  applications  Hied  and  the  licenses  issued  during  llic  pres- 
ent year. 

Statio.v-IIousks. 

The  several  station-houses,  with  the  excejition  of  that  in 
Divi>ion  1,  are  in  good  condition.  The  aheraSions  made  fn 
Division  ">  during  the  year  have,  in  our  judgraent,  furnished 
all  the  accommodation  and  convenience  nei.de<l  i»y  the  officers 
and  men.  The  house  used  by  Division  I  U  very  poorly 
ventilated.  l)esides  being,  on  account  of  defe<.-ts  in  construc- 
tion, wholly  inadequate  to  acconnnodatc  the  large  niiinber  of 
prisoners  detained  therein  during  the  year.  The  Hoard  wmld 
again  recommend  the  abandonment  and  saleoftliis  house,  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  buiUling,  witii  nunlcrii  conveniences, 
oir  the  main  thoroughfare,  and  believe  th:U  a  siitlicient  sura 
could  be  realized  from  the  sale  to  meet  the  expenses  to  be  in- 
curred. 

The  now  station,  which  we  hope  will  l)e  creeled  this  year, 
on  the  corner  of  Hoylston  and  Hereford  ^1rpet^  will,  when 
completed,  necessil.atc  an  increase  in  the  police  force,  as  the 
oilicers  now  doing  duty  on  the  portions  of  Divisions  3,  4,  5, 
and  U)  which  will  be  set  apart  will  be  require*!  at  their  res- 
jiective  houses.  The  new  division  will  include  the  I>ack-Bay 
park  and  a  portion  of  theextension  of  Commonwealth  ;ivenue, 
besides  a   large    area   of  very  valuable    and   thickl}-  settled 
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tcrriforv.  Tlic  Bosud  would  rospoctriilly  iccomnicnd  the  ut- 
most cx'poditioii  in  tlic  erection  ot"  llio  building,  consistent  with 
the  puMii-  convenience. 

Fii;e-Ai;>is. 
The  reconunendntion  of  last  year,  tiiat  the  Board  he  au- 
thorized to  supply  the  dcparluiont  with  a  uniform  revolver, 
to  l)ecoine  the  permanent  property  of  (he  city,  was  favorably 
considered  by  your  honoraide  Knly  :  and,  in  accordance  with 
an  order  passed  December  11.  lf<J^4.  the  Board  purchased 
800  Smith  v^i  Wesson  double  action.  ;58-calibre  revolvers,  the 
price  paid  l>oinjr  $'.'.;?;!  each,  not.  Each  weapon  is  stamped 
with  the  letters  ''B.P.D.,"  and  numbered,  the  numbers  run- 
ning  from  1  to  800. 

PoLICE-AlAIIM    TEl.EGItAril. 

AVe  would  again  respectfully  ot>nunend  to  your  considera- 
tion the  Police-Alarm  'JY'legraph  system,  which  has  Iteen  put 
in  active  ojieration  by  scvcial  ot  the  largest  cities  in  the 
Middle,  Western.  aii<l  Soutlvrn  states.  So  fai"  as  we  are  able 
to  jiulge  from  personal  observation,  together  with  reports 
from  the  cities  which  have  adopted  it,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that,  if  inlroiluced.  it  would  be  one  of  tiie  most  powerful  aids 
to  the  department  that  has  yet  In-en  devised. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  s;iy  that,  in  our  judgment,  the 
condition  of  tiie  dei)artmcnt  has  never  been  better  than  at 
ju'esent.  The  otHcers  and  men  seem  to  be  animated  with  a 
desire  to  clieerfully  and  faitht'ully  ])erforni  all  the  duties  of 
their  tryi:g  position.  In  addition  to  the  legitimate  work  of 
their  f)wn  sphere,  such  as  the  entbreement  of  the  laws  of  the 
Counnonwoalth  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  they  have 
been  constantly  rendering  aid  and  assistance  to  other  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government  to  an  unusual  extent.  The 
valuable  services  they  rendeivd  to  the  conimunit}'  in  the 
matter  of  the  recover^'  of  stolen  pioperly  can  be  understood 
fully  by  studying  the  subjoininl  figures.  The  total  amount 
reported  stolen  in  the  city  of  Boston  was  of  the  value  of 
$11.'>,128;  total  amount  in  other  portions  of  the  State, 
$77,551.  making  a  total  of  $1112, G79.  Of  this  amount 
there  was  recovered  by  the  Police  Department  of  Boston, 
$17."),304.72,  or  J)l  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  while  $G0,176  was 
recovered  in  excess  of  what  was  s-tolen  within  our  own  borders. 
This,  we  respectfully  submit,  is  a  very  creditable  record  for 
the  department.
